BLEACHING BROOM CORN. 


Broom corn is bleached after it has been 
properly dried, but before the brooms are 
made. It is only necessary to bleach the 
wrappers. In a small way this can be done 
in a hogshead or a dry goods box, capable 
of holding, say, enough for forty brooms. 
Punch atew holes in the bottom, place it 
over a depression in the earth containing an 
iron basin, in which is half a pound of sulphur 
for each bleaching. ‘This can be readily 
melted by the application of a hot iron or 
otherwise. The corn should be wet before 
bleaching and spread out or hung up so as

NUNNERIES. 

In Prussia, no novice can take the veil 
without being first examined as to the suffi- 
ciency and propriety of her motives in desir- 
ing to take this step. In Russia, no con- 
vent can receive a nun without making an 
application to the Synod of Moscow, and 
producing an affidavit from the novice 
showing that it is of her own free will and 
choice that she is about to enter the insti- 
tution. In Bavaria, monastic vows are not 
allowed by law for more than three years, 
and the civil authorities visits all convents 
every quarter, not only for fiscal purposes, 
but in order to restore to the world and to 
society all nuns who may desire to relinquish 
the seclusion of their convents. In Austria, 
the inmates of conventual institutions may 
at any time address the civil government 
privately, stating their desire to leave the 
convents ; and such applications at once re- 
ceive attention. In many of the convents of 
France the yows are temporary, and the 
mayor of each arrondissement has the power 
of visiting any convent whenever the ciyib 
authorities of a locality think it necessary 
to da so. In Mexico, where the whole pop- 
ulation is Roman Catholic, a law is esta 
lished for the frequent visitation of nunnér-4 
ies. During the four years peseeding 1871, 
the number of Roman Catholic puanneries in 
England were increased by 19. ‘The Roman 
Catholic D ctionary states that ‘in 1861 
there were in England and Wales 63 estab- 
lishments of that description. In4872 the 
number was 62, showing an incfease of 9; 
in 1873, the number was 73, an increase of 
13 ; so that the number ot these institutions 
is rapidly augmenting. There are two 
species of convents—one of the contempla- 
tive order, end one of the active order. 
There are only four houses in ali England 
of the contemplative order.

HOW TO BAKE BEANS. 


The receipt for baking beans after the real 
New England style is as follows —; Pick 
over the beans carefully, wash clean with 
éold water and place in a kettle, covering 
them two or three inches deep with water, 
and parboil one hour. Having selected a 
piece of ni¢e home-raised pig pork, well 
mixed with lean meat; about one pound to 
one quart of beans, place it in a pan, and 
turn the water from the parboiled beans over 
it while hot, draining all the water from the 
beans. Place the beans in an earthen crock, 
filling about two-thirds full; scrape the rind 
of the pork thoroughly, until it looks white 
and nice, then rinse it in clean water and 
score the rind through about one-half inch 
apart and place on top of the beans, buryi 
it about half its thickness in the beans, tind 
uppermost; add water enough fairly to cov- 
er the beans, and place in a moderately hot 
oven, and bake three or four hours.—(Coun- 
try Gentleman.
